Huntoon, and Administrative Assistant Veronica Lafre- 
niere. Selectman Bradford Morse was not present for the 
meeting. 

The board first approved the minutes of the Oc- 
tober 24 meeting and then met with Roxanne Costa and 
Herb Webb of the Rochester Local Scholarship Committee 
at 7:05 pm. 

"The Scholarship Committee relies on taxpayers 
in Rochester to support our committee ... and what we've 
done in the past is piggyback with the tax bills that are 
sent out (in the mail)," Ms. Costa said. "So, this year when 
the tax bills go out in November, we changed the (format) 
of our donation form. My question this year is: who will 
absorb that (mailing) cost?" 

The Board of Selectmen said they can absorb the 
approximately $340 expense to mail out these forms, as 
the mailing is already included in their budget. But the 
committee members wanted to know what their future 
options would be. 

"There are two possibilities here: we can do it 
twice a year with the tax bills," Mr Webb said. "Or we can 
do a separate one-time mailing. I guess there's a little re- 
sistance with our sending out requests with the tax bills." 

Tax Collector Tom Gayoski, who was also pres- 
ent for the meeting, questioned why his office should be 
responsible for stuffing additional items into envelopes 
when "the town is strapped for money." 

"The committee can come in and stuff (the mail- 
ing)," Mr. Gayoski suggested. "I'm responsible for taxes.

not collecting scholarship money." 

"I've never been convinced piggybacking with 
the tax bills is the proper way to collect (scholarship) 
money, anjrway," Ms. Costa added. "The money we raise 
is given to graduating (high school) seniors. Because we 
have no budget, we don't know how to cover these ex- 
penses." 

"The committee is not responsible for raising 
money," Mr. Webb said. "We're only charged with dis- 
bursing the (scholarship) money to students." 

"In the ideal world, I'd like to see the Scholarship 
Committee do their own mailing and have someone else 
absorb the cost," Ms. Costa said. "We have no (operat- 
ing) fimds. All the money we collect is solely used for

(students). We do have a three-year commitment from a 
boy in town who volimteered to do a yard sale in town to 
raise money." 

According to Ms. Costa, on a good year they've 
only collected about 15 to 20 checks via the forms sent out 
with the Rochester tax bills. She is hoping to find a better 
way to "get the word out" to residents. 

Chairman Laboa suggested having a separate 
page attached to the Town Meeting warrant which could 
be used to solicit funds for the Scholarship Committee. 

With that, the board agreed to continue mailing 
out the forms in this next tax billing and thereafter to in- 
clude a single page with each Town Meeting warrant sent 
to voters. 

"If we have a viable committee out there disburs- 
ing (scholarship) money, we should have a viable commit- 
tee raising money, too," Chairman Laboa said. 

At 7:24 pm the board met with Edd Byrnes to 
discuss health insurance options for the Town of Roches- 
ter, specifically the Gateway Health Group plan recently 
adopted by Marion and Mattapoisett. 

"I was invited here tonight to talk about the 
group health insurance program," Mr. Byrnes said. "My 
analysis is based on roughly 92 covered lives (in Roches- 
ter)." 

Based on these figures, Mr. Byrnes said Rochester 
could have expected a 26 percent rate increase under the 
existing Plymouth County plan, about a 4 percent rate 
increase with the newly-formed Gateway Health Group,

and a 1.1 percent rate increased under the larger Cape 
Cod Health Group. 

"There's obviously some opportunities here," 
Mr. Byrnes said. "You have to take a vote by December 
31, 2005 to disaffiliate from the Plymouth County (plan). 
Then you'll have to vote by March 31, 2006 to opt into the 
Gateway Health Group." 

Mr. Byrnes said the Gateway Health Group rate is 
currently 6 to 7 percent better than the Plymouth Coimty 
health care plan. The Gateway Health Group currently 
insures the Towns of Carver, Mattapoisett, Marion and 
Lakeville. 

"This is not something against Plymouth County 
... it's a reaction to their demographics because they are 
heavily weighed toward (larger communities)," Mr. By- 
rnes said. 

Chairman Laboa asked Mr. Byrnes to come back 
in sometime early December to update them on the Gate- 
way Health Plan so they could make a decision by the 
deadline. 

Town Treasurer Naida Parker asked how much 
additional administration is required of each member 
town, since her office would be unable to take on that ad- 
ditional work. 

"Right now, Plymouth County does all the ad- 
ministration work," Ms. Parker said. "You might have to 
start talking to the Personnel Board about hiring a (Hu- 
man Resources) person. That's the only concern I have."

Lastly, Mr. Huntoon reported that water quality 
tests were conducted at Rochester Memorial School earlier 
in the day and are expected back within the week, and the 
Mount Vernon Group was awarded the initial contract bid 
for work on the school's roof and windows. 

Under correspondence, the board received notice 
from Attorney Michael S. Mehrmann advising that a par- 
cel consisting of some 100 acres — about 34.90 of which 
are buildable — of land off Featherbed Lane owned by 
Steven E. Sol is being considered for sale at a price of $1.4 
million to the Featherbed Development Company, Inc. 

"This property is on the line of Acushnet, Lakev- 
ille and Freetown," Mr. Huntoon said. "We've been hear- 
ing the (buyers) might be considering affordable housing. 
There are 100 acres there but only 34.90 acres are build- 
able." 

"We've heard the rumors, too, but obviously 
there's nothing on the table yet," Chairman Laboa said. 
"We've passed this on to the (Rochester) Land Trust for 
consideration." 

"How do we know what we should keep on our 
radar?" Selectman Nunes asked. "Is this something the 
town should consider? The town only has 30 acres off 
Pine Street ... and then we have little tiny pieces land- 
locked elsewhere. That's it. There's no room for any future 
elementary school to expand." 

Mr. Huntoon said this property would not be a

notification system. ACIM uses a three-prong program: a 
telephone database, a geo-mapping system, and a satellite 
imagery system. 

When a child has been reported missing to a law 
enforcement agency, the officer calls ACIM and provides 
pertinent information about the child, such as the descrip- 
tion, clothing worn, and time and location that the child 
was last seen. An ACIM technician pulls up the location 
provided with the computerized mapping systems. A 
personalized alert message is recorded and phoned out to 
the area where the child was last seen. 

With its high-tech telephone system, ACIM can 
place up to 1,000 calls in 60 seconds. There is a 98 percent 
listen rate by residents and businesses answering phones. 
Call recipients are given the information and are asked to 
call the police with any information that they may have 
about the missing child. Answering machines will record 
ACIM calls, so that residents will receive the alert when 
they return. The program is available 24 hours a day, 365 
days a year. ACIM has assisted law enforcement in more 
than 8,000 cases nationwide. 

ACIM searches for missing children up to 18 
years old, missing elderly (often with Alzheimer's Dis- 
ease), missing people who are mentally challenged, and 
first-time runaways. The system may also be used to alert 
a commimity of any level 3 sexual offenders or predators 
that move into the area.

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Your Questions on Dental Implants 

^ I only recently began to hear of dental implants. 
Is this a new technique? Is it reliable and is the 
outcome predicable? Can it be used to replace a 
single tooth? 

A Placing material into the bones of the jaws to replace missing teeth dates way back in history. 
Anthropological evidence shows attempts at replacing lost teeth in ancient Egyptian and Peruvian 
history. For example, ancient man replaced some missing teeth with carved jade or ivory, making 
"tooth implantation" possibly the oldest form of complex oral surgery. It was not until the use of^ 
modern metal implants that the procedure became more reliable and predictable. For the past few 
decades, dentistry has been using primarily titanium for dental implants. Titanium is used because 
it is very compatible with living human bone and soft tissue, and it is exceptionally strong. In fact, 
titanium is the metal used most in hip and knee replacement procedures. 

One dental implant, with a crown, can replace a single missing tooth. This eliminates the need 
to prepare adjacent natural healthy teeth normally required for a fixed (non-removable) bridge. 
This can also help prevent the premature loss of remaining teeth which often results from the use 
of a removable partial denture. Therefore, dental implants can provide a single tooth solution for a 
single tooth problem.

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War Wait

Jarhead. Starring Jake Gyllenhaal and Jamie 
I Foxx. Directed by Sam Mendes. Running time: 
123 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Anthony Swofford is here to tell us that war is hell 
even without the war. In his 2003 Gulf War memoir 
Jarhead, Swofford wove an entertaining yam about he 
and his fellow Marines sitting out in the sand, waiting 
for exhilarating and ennobUng combat that, for them, 
never came. Swofford's account is compelling despite 
the lack of war in his war story, because he 's an insightful 
narrator, placing you inside the heads of men high on their own testosterone, 
werewolves howling for blood. Jarhead is about what happens when they 
don't get blood. What does the warrior do without a war to fight? What 
happens to all his gruelling training, designed to turn him into a ruthless 
and efficient life-taker? 

Following this anti-narrative, the movie Jarheadis bound to disappoint 
those who want it to be a rousing let's-get-the-Iraqis epic and those who 
want it to be a clearcut horrors-of-war cautionary tale. It exists aside from 
politics. Its Marines are men who joined up, even the youngest of them, well 
before Saddam showed predatory intentions towards Kuwait. Despite its 
setting, it doesn't have much to do with the current war. One of the soldiers 
grouses that they're only there to protect corporate oil interests, only to be 
told that it doesn't matter — they're here, they go where they're sent, it's 
part of the job description. Later, soldiers are told exactly what positive 
sound-bites to spout to visiting reporters, and when a couple of the men 
balk at this "censorship," their staff sergeant (Jamie Foxx) reminds them, 
in effect, that the Corps owns their asses. 

Thus, Jarhead is only anti-anything insofar as it's honest about the 
experience of becoming a cog in a machine. As a depressive riff on Genera- 
tion X's first war (there's an odd dream sequence set to Nirvana's mopey 
"Something in the Way"), it's exceptionally well-crafted. Director Sam 
Mendes (American Beauty, Road to Perdition) seems smitten with the subject 
of American disillusionment and its attendant melancholia. A despairing 
family man, a betrayed hit man, and now an eager young warrior thwarted 
in his desire to fight for his country — Mendes is building himself quite 
the menagerie of emotionally stunted men for whom violence solves little. 




Jake Gyllenhaal plays Swofford with all the soulful torment he showed in 
Donnie Darko, somehow seeming sensitive even as he's baying for war 
and hooting along with the Wagner chopper-attack sequence in Coppola's 
Apocalypse Now. (I can't blame him there; the sequence remains one of 
the most complexly electrifying ever filmed.) 

The movie spends some time looking back on previous war films, not 
just Apocalypse but The Deer Hunter and (in its opening boot-camp scenes) 
Full Metal Jacket. It makes sense, though, because these are the films that 
Swofford and his fellow grunts grew up with; they're part of what guided 
them into the service. When Swofford and his team of elite snipers arrive 
in the desert, though, they're given no outlet for their aggression. For them 
— if not for other Gulf War vets whose stories lie outside this movie's 
margins — the war becomes an extension of their sexual discontent. They 
waste many hours drinking, goofing around, obsessing about their possibly 
unfaithful girlfriends back home, and taking the matter of their immediate 
urges into their own hands. The Corps itself becomes a frigid girlfriend who 
won't put out. Some of the men (including Swofford) go nuts from boredom, 
if only temporarily. Others, like Swofford's spotter and buddy Troy (Peter 
Sarsgaard), seem to have it together but might be less squared-away than 
they let on. 

The theme of Jarhead is not war but denial and frustration. The climax 
is an absurdist anti-cUmax: Swofford finally gets orders to look through his 
sniper scope at an actual enemy. If he gets to pull the trigger, he'll finally 
be a true Marine; he'll also become a killer, something a man can never 
un-become. Marines, of course, are trained to kill, not to clean out desert 
latrines or get drenched in oil, both of which indignities we see Swofford 
and the others suffer Many war movies are about scared soldiers who don't 
want to kill, but only kill when they have to. Jarhead is about the soldiers 
who want to kill — who saw those movies and fell for the feral glamour of 
combat. They don't know they're in a whole different kind of movie.

As a lifelong movie fan, I have to reluctantly admit that 
I'm one of the reasons the powers-that-be in Hollywood 
are shaking in their boots right now, reacting to the steady 
decline in box-office receipts over the past year. They've 
played a nice little game of distraction in the media by try- 
ing to pin the blame on cable and satellite TV pay-per-view 
offerings, video and DVD rentals — all of which have been 
around for quite a while now — and, even worse, the dreaded 
"bootleggers" who illegally copy movies from Internet share 
sites or other sources. But I really think they need to look 
no further than their bathroom mirrors. 

Granted, I've had my share of less-than-stellar theater- 
going experiences recently where I had to tolerate the Chatty 
Cathy two rows back who has to either predict what's going 
to happen next or question what just happened in the last 
scene; or the ignorant cell phone user who has to inform 
someone that they are, in fact, sitting in a darkened movie 
theater watching Wedding Crashers. Sigh. 

But if I had to pick the number one reason why I've 
pretty much stayed away from theaters this year it would 
be, to be blunt, the movies stink. Period. 

Apart from a couple of novel comedies — The 40 Year 
Old Virgin and Wedding Crashers come to mind — which 
ended up drawing decent "adult" crowds, the only other 
films I made a point to see in theaters this year were Sin City, 
Charlie and the Chocolate Factory and Land of the Dead . . . 
all films by name directors I know and respect. 

I just can't and won't be roped into seeing tepid remakes 
of far-better films (i.e. The Fog) or needless sequels (i.e. 
Saw IF). Now, as a horror buff, I probably will opt to check 
out both titles when released on DVD, but I'm not going 
to shell out $5 to $8 per ticket, plus another $10 to $15 in 
overpriced concession snacks when I can wait a scant three 
to six months to watch the same movie in the comfort of 
my distraction-free home theater where microwave popcorn 
is readily-available and I can simply stop and eject the disc 
when it inevitably veers into Suckville. 

And just the fact that I've found myself increasingly do- 
ing the latter speaks volumes about the lack of intelligence 
and wit that goes into many high-profile films which not 
only bombed in theaters but can't even find audiences in 
their second Ufe on home video. At the risk of insulting fans 
of both Adam Sandler and Debra Messing, two of the abso-

lutely worst recent examples for me were The Longest Yard 
(another needless remake) and The Wedding Date — both 
of which I couldn't wait to stop and eject from my DVD 
player before they further poisoned me and it. I don't think 
I watched more than 45 minutes of either title before the 
little voice in my head suggested I'd be better off scanning 
the community bulletin board for the next recycling day. I 
even thought about flinging the DVDs against the wall, but 

1 didn't want to mar the paint ... or pay Blockbuster $25 to 
replace these silver drink coasters, either. 

So what can Hollywood do to regain the interest and 
trust of previously-devoted movie-goers like me? Well, for 
one thing, they need to stop paying big bucks to talentless 
actors {Ben Affleck, anyone?) and start paying more money 
to writers and directors who can craft interesting stories. 
Also, I think they really need to put more effort into "event" 
movies like Titanic or The Lord of the Rings. 

To that end, I have to confess the next big movie I plan 
to see in theaters is director Peter Jackson's remake of King 
Kong (pictured above), slated for a December 14 release. 
Although I know this falls into the "remake" category, like 
Dracula it's also one of those timeless stories that can benefit 
from a retelling every 15 or 20 years. And just as Tim Burton 
put his own indelible stamp on Charlie and the Chocolate 
Factory, I expect no less from Peter Jackson, whose bold 
Lord of the Rings trilogy remains a high watermark in cin- 
ematic history. 

But am I going to rush out and see tired retreads like 
Yours, Mine and Ours; Cheaper by the Dozen 2; or Jumanji 

2 ... er, I mean Zathura? Nope. Not me. 

It's time the big dumb apes in Hollywood learn that all 
it takes is, well, a big dumb ape to reel me in.
